TEL AVIV. — The school strikes scheduled today in Jerusalem and 
later this week in Netanya end Ramat Gan were called off last night 
after Ministry of Hiducation officiala and Histadrut Teachers Union

According to the settlement, the Ministry will pay each teacher unpaid 
salary within four days after the teacher submits a complaint. if the 
Ministry is unable to compute the back pay due the teacher, an advance 
of 111,000 will be made until the account is settled. 

Four Rishon Lezion schools and two Nes Ziona schools, which were 
closed for two days because of the problem, reopened yesterday after 
the teachers were promised speedy action on their complaints. 

The computer foul-up with regard to the back pay almost resulted in 
8 national teachers’ strike at the start of the school year last month. 
Instead, the union resorted to selective strikes at schoosl where teachers 


‘hada’t received pay owed them.

O’Mahony, was offered as proof the 
52-year-old Herrema is still alive 12 
days after he was abducted near 
his Limerick home. 

The kidnappers evidently dropped

Trish police detectives with long- 
Yange cameras moved into an un- 
used whisky distillery opposite his 
friary. Sources close to the priest 
Said last week they suspect polick 
were also tapping his telephone in 
an attempt to find a new lead oh 
the kidnappers. 


The gang, who abducted the Dutch 
steel executive, made con- 
tact with the union in Dublin early 
yesterday, their first known coramu- 
nication since last Thursday, A 
spokesman said: “It was made clear 
that Dr. Herrema is still alive." 
Me added that the kidnappers said 
they will now deal only through 
Flynn. 


A government statement reiterated 
there was no change in its hard-line 
policy on the kidnappers’ demands.

‘Operation Chaos’ included

WASHINGTON {AP). —- The 
supersecret U.S. National Security 
Agency intercepted more than 1,000 
telephone and telegraph communi- 
eations involving anti-war activists 
and other dissidents and reported 
on them to the Central Intelligence 
Agency and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, according to informed 
sources, 

The intercepts began in 1969 and 
continued for “a two- or three-year 
period,” detailing the foreign travels 
and organizing efforts of various 
American radicals whose names had 
been provided to the security agency 
the CLA, the sources said. 

Summaries of the intercepted 
communications were transmitted 
via courier from the security agency 
headquarters at Ft. Meade, Mary- 
land, to CIA offices in Langley, 
Virginia, where they became part 
of the files of “Operation Chaos,” 
which monitored the activities of 
-by the CIA, the sources said. 

Similar summaries went to other 
government agencies, including the 
FBI and defence Intelligence 
Agency, a separate source said. 

The same source confirmed that 
Oscar-winning actress Jane Fonda, 
Black Panther leader Eldridge Clea~ 
ver and anti-war activists Abbie 
Hoffman and David Dellinger were 
targets of the intercepts. However, 
the source would not say whether 
those names had been supplied to 
the security agency by the CIA or 
:some other agency. 

A source who had seen the sum- 


maries provided to the CIA said 
they were derived from intercepts 
of cable and telephone traffic be- 
tween the U.S. and foreign countries 
or between two points overseas, 

None of the sources could give a 
reliable estimate of the number of 
persons whose communications were 
intercepted. However, comments of 
several sources indicated the CIA 
gave at least 40 names to the NSA. 

The Rockefeller Commission's re- 
port on the CLA stated that “an in- 
ternational communications activity 
of another agency of the govern- 
ment” provided Operation Chaos 
with “a total of approximately 1,100 
pages of materials over-all." 


‘FBI lobbyists spied 
on Congressmen’ 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The Fe- 
deral Bureau of Investigation lent 
agents to Congressional staffs to 
lobby on behalf of former FBI 
director J. Edgar Hoover, and the 
agents, in turn,- reported back on . 
the personal lives of 
the “Washington Post” 
yesterday. 

The newspaper said the agents 
lobbied for legislation sought by 
Hoover, such as special retirement 
Provisions.

GERMANY'S RAPID economic 
growth, its success in expanding ex- 
Ports, avoiding major slumps, and 
warding off inflation, have been wide- 
ly attributed to the readiness of its 
trade unions to stick to the rules of 
‘the ‘capitalist ‘game, to be content with 
what can be attained without jeopar- 
dizing profits (and jobs). In a recent 
interview with a senior economist of 
the meta) industry union, reputedly 
ithe most militant union, I tried to in- 
duce my colleague to speak frankly 
‘on the subject. 

What is the lesson one can learn 
from German industrial 
democracy? In our country workers 
expect full employment and fair liy- 
ing standards to be maintained by a 
government dominated by them. In 
‘Britain they rely on their trade un- 
fons. You seem to be achieving the 
best results by letting your com- 
Rantes operate and prosper. 

. That may have been true — by and 
large — back in the ‘fifties, during 
the hey-day of our post-war recovery 
and Germany's so-called economic 
miracle. But you seem to be un- 
aware of recent developments fn this. 
Seintry:"The Germiin “ecdhomy” is’ 


monow:-in a bad way; we have about one. 


million unemployed, not to mention 
the thousands working short time. In 
winter the situation is likely to es- 
calate. Unemployment may easily 
reach 6, perhaps 7 per cent of the 
labour force. As yet, no signs of dis- 
tress can be seen, but largely 
because most of the unemployed are 
still receiving assistance at the rate 
of 68 per cent of their last wage {n- 
come. However, in course of time 
they will have to fall back on 
welfare, which is much Jower.

Sull, don’t yon expect the syst 
eventually to recover? : 

We have no alternative for the 
time being. And we are wary of 
abandoning it before a better onc has 
been worked out. Experience has , 
taught us that in spite of its short- 
comings it can be very efficient and 
resilient. But nor do we believe that 
it should be permitted to continue 
operating automatically. Take for 
example the current issue: Reces- 
sion cannot be allowed to snowball to 
dangerous proportions. But in order 
to check it, reflationary measures 
must be taken by the Government, 
on ἃ massive scale and urgently, 
before the situation gets out of hand. 

Moreover, the malaise cannot be 
remedied by massive spending on 
the part of our government. That 
could bring in its wake price and 
wage inflation, which would damage 
the competitive edge of our export 
industries. Germany is much too 
dependent on international trade to 
be able to extricate itself by its own 
efforts. Similar reflationary policies 
must also be adopted by other 
governments, in particular the U.S. 
If the capitalist system is to continue

dominating the world economy, 
global polictes must be coordinated. 

Leading to more world inflation? 

That is a danger, of course. We, in 
Germany, are fully conscious of the 
deleterious effects inflation can have 
on social stahility and the economy. 
But the problem must be seen in its 
proper setting. Inflation is not only a 
disproportion of money and goods 
which makes itself felt in the 
market., This is a superficial view of 
the matter. Inflation depends also on 
the way money is — or is not -- 
spent, on the kind of goods and ser- 
vices produced, offered and demand- 
ed. It is therefore not only a 
monetary problem, but also a 
problem of socia! distribution and 
economic structure. The danger of 
inflation is imminent in the capitalist 
economy, but can be obviated by ap- 
propriate policies. 

Income policies? 

That is the latest slogan of liberal 
economists. But the concept is much 
too narrow. First, it is applied only to 
wages, and not to other kinds of in- 
come. Second, controls must now be 
applied not only to current incomes, 
but also to uses — and abuses — of 
capital. Modern economy cannot be 
managed — or directed — without, 
controlling its investments. The days 
of free enterprise are gone because it - 
was based on the assumption of vir- 
tually limitless resources. 

Both in Germany and abroad huge 
investments will have to be made in 
infrastructural and environmental 
facilities, in recycling of materials, 
in conservation and development of 
energy, in health, education and 
welfare services. There can be no 
question of lack in demand. Quite to 
the contrary: we may have to pay 
dearly for the outlay required, 
perhaps even reduce our living stan- 
dards. But this cannot, of course, be 
carried out by private concerns 
which are operating for profit, least 
of all by monopolies which need not 
bother about competition or social 
costs. To come back to reflation: itis 
dangerous only if it is confined to 
printing money, if it is not properly 
planned and coordinated. 

Since you are not advocating 
nationalization, are you then 
suggesting “concerted action," as it 
is called in Germany, three-party 
consultations between business, 
labour and government? 

Concerted action has offered a 
start In the direction, but it is 
by now virtually ineffective. Practi- 
cally all decisions are monitored by 
business — meaning big business — 
quarters. Consider that in Germany 
capitalism has been resurrected 
with vigour. The public sector's 
share in our productive assets is 
relatively smajJ? and ever- 
decreasing. And of the privately held 
productive wealth, 75 per cent is con- 
trolled by 1.7 per cent of the popula- 
tion, who in turn make the crucial 
decisions about investments, 
production volume, yields — and 


“thus influence emp)oyment, prices, 


and wages. In order to change this, 
consultation on the national level is 
pot enough. Democracy must be 
carried to the very heart of modern 
industrial society, and wage- 
earners must be given a say in the 
management of business concerns. 

But you already have labour direc- 
tors in the coal and steel industries, 
and in the big companies, and still

matters have not changed, have 
they? Η 

Because their influence is limited; 
because the decisive vote still 
remains with the capital owners: 
because the labour directors, and 
with them the public authorities, still 
have too little insight into the actual 
problems of the various industries. 
And it is exactly this that we are try- 
ing to change. The co-determination 
programme we are pressing ahead 
with, would at Iong last allow us to 
take an active part in business 
programming, and therefore in 
economic planning. We are not going 
to destroy the existing industrial 
concerns, but we would wrench from 
the capital owners their exclusive 
power basis. We would thus be able 
to put welfare considerations, social 
costs and benefits not in opposition to 
profit interests, but as part and 
parcel of the planning process, 
where they properly belong. 

But wouldn't labour and 
ment of individual concerns collude 
against public interest? 

No. Because the co-determination 
system we have in mind would in- 
elude not only employees of in- 
dividual concerns, but also represen- 
tatives of trade_uptons and public 
authorities, of whom would give 
ample -consideration to regional 
priorities and national budgeting. 
Perhaps the crucial point is that we 
would like to take economic planning 
—particularly of investments — out 
of the secrecy of closed board rooms, 
and make it a truly public issue. 
Only thus can a true democracy be 
achieved, and a modern economy 
function. We believe that it can be at- 
tained without infringing upon either 
private ownership or individual 
liberty. But it will, of course, require 
a major shift in economic and social 
power. 


So you do not put great store by 
popular capital formation, leading to 
a wider spread of share-ownership, 
which has been propagated for in- 
stance by Dr. Waiter Hesselbach? 

Capital formation is welcomed by 
the bankers managing it. But it 
implies adherence to the rules of the 
capitalist game, and cannot 
therefore be of much help. What 
matters is not a larger share in com- 
pany profits, but seizure of strategic 
power positions. 

You seem to be going farther than 
elther our or the British unions — I 
ventured to comment. 

Oh, our British comrades are 
mainly interested in higher wages. It 
is they who are actually acce) 
the capitalist economy as it stands, 
without trying to reform it, without 
training people to manage it. As for 
us, we never forget that economics 
-- including wages and living stan- 
dards — are always dominated by 
political factors. 

Has your programme of industrial 
co-determination, been accepted by 
the SPD? 

Not yet quite, but I am sure it will. 
In any case, it will be the major issue 
at the forthcoming party convention. 
It is likely to be dramatic, and may 
become a turning point in our 
struggle.

‘Let the Government 


set an example’

HAIFA. — "An economic policy 
commands the nation’s respect if the 
policy-makers set a personal exam- 
ple, just as an officer in the 
battlefield commands the respect of 
his soldiers if he calls out to them: 
follow me. Everything else follows 
from this simple rule.” This is the 
opinion of Dr. Reuben Hecht, 
managing director of the Dagon Silo 
Company, who recently commented 
to The Jerusalem Post on the new 
measures of Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz. 

“A government that preaches 
truthfulness in imcome tax 
declarations, must itself be true in 
all it does and says. If it demands 
frugality from the citizen, it must 
practise {t first in its own ranks. 
Why must our small country with a 
population of three millions, the size 
of a big city, have twenty and more 
Ministers? Well-to-do Switzerland 
with a population of 6,5 million has 
only seven Ministers. Our coalition 
needs twenty to function? I say itisa 
luxury we cannot afford and that it 
sets a bad example. Throughout the 
economy we employ three men 
where two would be enough. Ser- 
vices are overstaffed, production is 
short of men. What have successive 
Labour Ministers and the Histadrut 
done about labour mobility except 
talk about it?" 

Dr. Hecht, a trained economist 
whose port silo is credited with being 
a model of operating efficiency 
throughout the world, charges that 
“the certainty of planned and con- 
tinuous inflation not only dis- 
courages people from saving but 
also local and foreign investors from 
setting up productive enterprises 
because financial manipulations 
earn them higher, safer and quicker 
incomes without having to crawl 


through the barbed wire fences of © 


bureaucracy. 
“We have created an economy in 
which only fervent Zionists invest 


money here in production. The pru- 
dent ones donate money to the 
national funds but shrink from in- 
vesting. We need a policy of ruthless 
honesty to build up confidence here 
and abroad. Our workers are among 
the most intelligent and most adap- 
table anywhere. Yet we are 
squandering this asset by a system 
that keeps them in unproductive jobs 
and depresses productivity toa level 
that is far lower than that of the 
Western nations. Our so-called GNP 
figure is relatively high, compared 
with theirs. But that monetary figure 
is a myth because it does not tell us 
how little we produce per head of 
population in saleable goods.” 
Production is lacking at all levels, 
from investors to the workers, com- 
pared with the overstatted services. 
And all this has been going on for 27 
years, maintains Dr. Hecht. “How 
are we going ta compete with the 
Common Market manufacturers of 
Europe when the customs walls 
come down? The time for an 
economic policy that deserves that 
name is overdue. Must we wait for 
Yom Kippur surprises in putting our 
economy in order?" Dr. Hecht ask- 
ed. : 
What, then, should be done now? 
“We need a total plan," claims Dr. 
Hecht, ‘‘even if it takes time to 
prepare it, not patchwork tactics as 
we have now, We have enough talent 
at our universities to prepare such 8. 
plan. We must offer real incentives 
to exporters, and investors. Credits 
from any source, Government or 
banks, must be withheld from firms 
not okayed by the Productivity 
‘Institute, as well as from those 
whose goods don't receive the ap- 
proval of the Standards Institute. 
“Certainly it is less difficult, to 
prepare an Intelligent plan than to 
carry it out. We still have a genera- 
tion of power-hungry. shrewd men 
who will fight to maintain their 
vested interests. But I have faith in 
the young generation. It will, I hope, 
grow up in time to save the country 
in peace as it has done in the wars.”"

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MONEY OR OUR LIVES 


THIS NATION'S spending:on defence is higher per capita 
than that of any other. Defence expenditure accounts for | 
almost 40 per cent of the entire current budget and for 
a bigger share yet of the amounts allocated to various 
services (after deducting the funds required for servicing 
the national debt). The public naturelly has a keen concern 
for the proper and efficient handling of these huge amounts. 

‘But parliamentary control of defence spending is difficult 
because of the secrecy that necessarily shrouds many details. 
The fact that abuses have been detected recently and that 
the ‘Defence Ministry’s set-up is now in flux, cannot but 
make the public doubly alert. The appointment of an inter- 
ministerial committee to reappraise the issue will therefore 
be widely welcomed. 

However, the manner in which the issue has now come to 
the fore must cause surprise,.Our defence effort may — or 
may not — require retrenchment or modification, but the re- 
appraisal should have been made at the time the current 
budget was approved by-the Cabinet, and tabled in the 
Knesset, earlier this year. ᾿ 

In fact, the IL22.4b. defence budget was then defended 
by the Minister of Finance and his team as the slimmest 
possible under the circumstances. The Knesset was told that 
the local currency allocations already signified a “turning 
point.” Orders placed with local industry would ‘be cut; 
defence construction would be largely confined to fortifications 
and arms depots; the use of civilian vehicles — both rented . 
and enlisted —- would be reduced to a minimum, as would 
the call-up of reserves. Does the current clash between 
the Defence and the Finance ministries mean that this 
slimming programme has not been carried out? Or that it was 
not enough? In either case, the public is entitled to an ex- 
planation.

Explanation is i 
spending programmes is to be confined to defence. For all 
its spectacular size; local defence expenditure accounts 
for less than a quarter of the Government’s entire local. 
spending. (The current debate does not refer to arms pro- 
curements abroad, which are by-and-large financed by U-S. 
grants and Joans.) It is only two-and-a-half times our spend- 
ing on subsidies and export incentives, or for housing, and 
less than the cost of servicing the public debt. It is one of 
the few items which were reduced in real terms in the current 
budget, despite the bigger allocations for civil defence, Is 
there no place for retrenchment in items as well? 

The issue is given an ironic twist by the immediate need 
to allocate extra funds for new fortifications, moving army 
camps, and civil defence in the wake of the recent agreement 
with Egypt, and by the sabre-rattling from across our North- 
em order. One cannot expect the U.S. Government and Con- 
gress to scrape together funds to compensate us for the 
special expenses incurred in our imminent withdrawal in Sinai, 
if it is claimed that we can finance them in our stride. 


And while one can hope for the best and look forward to 
lasting peace, 8 nation surrounded by neighbours openly speak- 
ing of, and preparing for, a “military option,” relaxes in its 
defence effort only at its jeopardy. 


Ory Bones 
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as to why reappraisal of

THE AMERICAN CONSUL in 
Jerusalem knocked on the hotel 
door of the Swedish tourist and 
launched right into an account of 
why she had made a terrible 
mistake: she should never have 
gone to that place, it was a ‘bad 
house,” ladies especially must 
never visit it; “you are deceived 
in what you see... you do not 
know what goes on at uight..."” 

Considering that the year was 
1900 and that they had not been 
properly introduced, the Consul 
used strong language; but his 
agitated accusations of this sub- 
ject had been perplexing tourists 
for years and he went on, as he 


_had so often before: It was a 


place of “‘free love,"’ they ‘broke 
up the marriage relation” and 
“threw young girls in the way of 
men..."” : 

As things turned out, it was 
the American Consul who made 
the mistake. By badly misjudg- 
ing his tourist, wha was no or- 
dinary visitor but her country's 
most distinguished novelist, 
Selma Lagerlof (1858-1940), the 
Consul achieved just the op- 
posite of what he was after, and 
Miss Lagerlof became a warm 
supporter of the place the Consul 
so thrillingly warned her against 
— the American Colony, then an 
enigmatic religious commune, 
today a unique hotel in East 
Jerusalem. 3 


NEXT SUNDAY, Jerusalem 
celebrates the 75th anniversary 
of Selma Lagerlof’s visit here — 
andin a way, of her conversation 
with the American Consul at the 
Grand New Hotel — by naming a 
street after the writer, who, in 
1909, became the first woman to 
win the Nobel Prize for 
Literature; three members of 
her family are now visiting 
Israel for the event. What is 
generally forgotten is that 
-among the works which led to 
her award is her novel 
‘“‘Jerusalem,'’ based on the 
cloudy romantic past of the 
Colony, and especially its 
Swedish members. 

Even more forgotten, of 
course, is the Consul in the case 
— ἃ man called Selah Merrill, 
for whom nobody is even 
thinking of naming a street. 
Yet he was a scholar, a diligent 
archaeologist, a zealous official 
appointed to Jerusalem for three 


. terms between 1882 and 1907, by 


three different Republican Ad- 
ministrations. He even taught 
Hebrew (at Andover Academy, 
in Massachusetts). But Merrill, 
as well as another American 
consul who shared his 
passionate views on the matter, 
finally lost the battle with the 
American Colony, and Selma 
Lagerlof’s best-seller of its day 
helped to turn the tide. 

By 1909 she was famous for 
her “Story of Gosta Berling," 
“Invisible Links,” ‘Miracles of 
the Anti-Christ,'’ and a 
children’s classic, ‘“The Wonder- 
ful: Adventures of Nils" (being 
broadcast now for the third time 


on Israel Radio). But “Jerusalem” 
also counted for the award. 
The first volume, set in the 
Swedish province of Dalarna, 
tells how a group of farmers, 
moved by religious fervour, 
decided to 5611" 81} their 
possessions and come to the 
Holy Land to join a group of 
Americans with similar beliefs; 
this part is presented yearly 
as a play in Dalarna. The second 
volume describes what happen- 
ed to them in the “‘kibbutz’’in the 
Pasha's palace, outside the city 
walls, It is a melodrama of love 
and betrayal, faith and redemp- 
tion, revenge and justice, loyalty 
to home and loyalty to God — all 
of which sounds like a rich diet 
for modern readers, but is ac- 
tually not all that far from 
today's most successful 
blockbusters. The difference is 
that the sex is merely implicit, 
and that it is written with far 
more human commitment. It is 
a good example of the qualities 
for which her Nobel Prize was 
awarded: ‘The noble idealism, 
the richness of imagination, the 


merosity and the beauty of" 


form which characterizes her 
work." 


SELMA LAGERLOF, who never

Sir, — Regarding Arthur 
Kemelman’s report of September 18, 
**TL600,000 1055 on mortgages totall- 
ing IL60m.," I regret that I must 
draw your attention to several 
strange errors, both in the headline 
and in the body of the article. 

1) The company is a profitable 
enterprise — according to taxes for 
the year 1974, profits reached 
TL1.inm. 

2) The company also distributes 
an annual dividend to stockholders 
out of its profits. 

3) ‘The sum defined as loss inthe 
article is incorrect. In fact, during 
the five years the company has 
operated, its losses because of 
guarantees given have totalled some 
3L300,000, and an additional 1L290,- 
000 comprise back payments, which 
are returned to the company during 
the course of regular business. 

4) A further error in the 
headline is the word “mortgages.” 
The proper word-is ‘‘guarantees.”" 
The headline therefore distorts a 
reality which many companies in 
Israel strive to achieve. 

I related all the details about the 
company which are contained in this 
letter to Mr. Kemeiman during a 
personal interview which took place 
two weeks before the item appeared. 
The journalist also checked the data 
after writing the piece. It is strange. 
therefore, that the results turned out 
as they did, including the damaging 
headline. 

The errors above turned 
our firm from a profitable one into 
an organization suffering losses. 
Since the opposite is true, the article 
could well cause serious injury both 
to the firm and to myself, as the 
source of information.

Jewess — who wrote historical 
novels and also published an ac- 
count of her travels here.

Publish- 
ed in Swedish, it has an introduc- 
tion by a oo au ake rh who 
suggests this version is the 
“truth” while the Lagerlof work 
is a romantic fantasy. : 
But fiction and fact are inex- 
tricably mixed in the whole 
saga, and the Lagerlof novel 
even today has a lyrically 
evocative atmosphere which 
retains more “‘reality’’ than the 
documents on the subject — 
among them, the Consuls’ 
endless reports to Washington. 


FLIGHT FROM ANGOLA

‘LISBON (Reuter). — 
LISBON AIRPORT provides a 
window on the plight of the 350,- 
000 Portuguese settlers who are 
being evacuated from Angola in 
a massive international airlift 
due to be completed by the time 
the colony becomes independent 
on November 11. ; 

Airport buildings are choked 
with sleeping refugee families 
waiting for lost baggage, for 
relatives to pick them up or for 

to a refugee camp. 
Pathetic bundles of belongings 
tied up with string are 
everywhere and walis are 
plastered with personal 
messages. 

Most refugees have had to 
leave nearly everything behind. 
Angola is full of ghost towns con- 
taining deserted villas where the 
settlers lived. 

The Portuguese authorities 
provide accommodation in 
camps or hotels for a few weeks 
for those without relatives. They: 
receive unemployment benefit 
and free medical treatment. But 
this is not enough to banish the 
shell-shocked bitterness of the 
refugee settlers, who mostly 
blame the leftist rulers in Lisbon 
for their plight. ᾿ 

Many feel the delicate power- 
sharing agreement worked out 
in last January’s independence 
agreement merely served to en- 
courage the rivalries of the three 
Angolan liberation movements.
